The names of four additional suspects who 
may have received illegal payoffs from Ed 
Frederick/ president of Liberty Asphalt, 
have been turned over to the U.S. Attorney's 
office by Lake County State's Atty. Fred 
Foreman. 

Foreman said that the four individuals, 
whose names were made known to him Dec. 
9, may or may not have been included in the 
original grand jury investigation and sub- 
sequent tax fraud trial against Frederick. 



While Frederick has testified that he made 
payments to as many as 52 Lake County of- 
ficials, only about 45 were named during 
testimony and are known by the press. 

Among those named during testimony 
were Antioch Mayor Ray Toft and Supt. of 
Public Works Todd Mapiethorpe, both of 
which denied ever receiving anything more 
than a Christmas turkey from Frederick. 

Foreman said he made the additional four 
names known to Webb "to make sure that 
any allegations are looked into." 

Foreman said that the four names are 
people who "could have been involved from 
the onset ( 1974) " not just during the period of 
1978-80 as earlier-reported. 

While Foreman had earlier criticized his 
predecessor, Democrat Dennis Ryan, -he sof-

The holiday buying season has brought an 
increase in what law enforcement agencies 
call "deceptive practices," better known to 
all and especially the "weeping" retailer, as 
bad checks. 

According to Antioch Police Lt. Tom 
Fisher, on Thursday, Dec. 15, he arrested 
Patrick Bloniarz, 26, formerly of Antioch, 
now living in Twin Lakes, on warrants for 
passing bad checks in Antioch and in Fox. 
Lake. 

Bloniarz is also wanted in Hoffman Estates 
for driving on a suspended drivers' license. 

Acting on a tip, Fisher arrested Bloniarz as 
he was leaving the.Ben Franklin Family Cen- 
ter, charged him and turned him over to the 
Fox Lake Police. Next stop the Hoffman 
Estates Police. 

Bloniarz's wife, Diane, is also wanted on a 
bad check passing warrant in Fox Lake..

Foreman said that in the case of the Liber- 
ty Asphalt payoffs, Webb, who was an 
assistant United States Attorney during the 
time of the original investigation, will work 
closely with local authorities to review the 
additional names and speak with other in- 
dividuals involved in the investigation in the 
1970's. 

"I will also be meeting with represen- 
tatives of the IRS to determine if they have 
any information relevant to this matter," 
said Foreman. The IRS is the agency which
